THE big black sedan zoomed 
down the state highway at 
85 miles an hour. 

"Make that 90, Alvin," or- 
dered the dumpy and dishevled 
woman seated beside the driver. 

The skinny, sickly looking 
fellow at the wheel pressed the 
pedal to the floor. "Okay, Ma. 
. . . It's 90 now. . . . But . . „* 

"Never mind the buts. I'm 
running this show," Ma Barker 
interrupted. 

"That's rigfrt, Karpis, do 
what Ma says," came from the 
back seat where Freddie Barker 
strained forward, eyes glued to 
the speedometer. 

"Now you're coming to that 
Shell gas station on the left. . . . 
Slow down to 60 , . .* Kate 
Barker coached the pair as 
though they were actors in a 
dress rehearsal. 

The Minneapolis newspapers 
later that week carried scream- 
ing headlines about the holdup 
of the Third Northwestern Na- 
tional Bank. Patrolmen Lee 
Gorski and Ira Evans had been 



mowed down by machinegun 
fire and an innocent bystander, 
Oscar Erickson, had been mur- 
dered. 

The loot from the Third 
Northwestern job netted #40,000. 
That meant equal slices for Ma 
Barker, her two boys, Arthur 
and Freddie, and the same cut 
for Alvin Karpis: 

"So " gloated Kate Barker as 
she split the spoils, "all those 
rehearsals in the car were just a 
waste of time, were they? . , . 
Apologize . . - w 

"Guess you're right, Ma," 
Karpis admitted, "those rehear* 
sals sure paid off all right. . . * 
But you should have been there 
yourself at the real job — you 
would have laughed your head 
off the way those two cops went 
down — just like tin ducks in a 
shooting gallery . . ." 

The Barker-Karpis gang had 
its beginning in the late autumn 
of 1931 when 32-year-old Fred- 
die Barker, fresh out of the 
Kansas State Penitentiary, 
brought Alvin Karpis home 



with him. He had met Alvin 
while in Kansas — at "college" — 
Freddie explained- 

Later that evening, Freddie- 
ventured on a sad subject. "Ma, 
too bad Herman couldn't be 
with us . . ." 

"Yes, son, it wasn't long after 
you left that your poor brother 
Herman passed away " Ma Bar- 
ker's eyes filled with tears* 
"And just when he- was doing 
so well — you know, on those 
bank jobs with Ray TerrilL 
How they used to hoist out 
those small bank safes on that 
winch they had attached to> 
their truck . . . 

"And then after poor Her* 
man got that Newton, Kansas, 
payroll with Pale Anderson and 
Porter Meeks . . .** Ma inter* 
rupted her reminiscence, sol*- 
bing briefly, then continued. 
"Those snooping traffic cops, 
had to butt in and Herman and 
the others had to shoot it 
out . . ." 

Suddenly the woman's fact 
changed. "But Herman didn't 



die before he got one of those 
coppers — Marshall, his name 
was — that's it — J. E. Marshall. 
Not to mention that deputy 
sheriff in Red Bluffs, Wyoming. 
Oz ... Oz . • » Osborn • • • 
Arthur Osborn — - that was his 
name. . . - That's the only way 
« . . shoot them down like dogs 
• . . constables, state troopers, 
dry cops — if theyVe got a 
badge — don't think any more 
about killing them than that

Freddie began to feel at home; 
four years in the Kansas State 
Penitentiary was a long time to 
be away from his mother. . . - 
If only Ma could fix a parole 
now for his older brother Ar- 
thur up for life in the Okla- 




homa State Penitentiary at Me- 
Al ester for bumping off a watch- 
man in a holdup. Too bad also 
about his other brother Lloyd 
doing 25 years, in Leavenworth 
for a mail robbery. . . . 

Ma Barker fixed up a hideout 
for her boy Freddie and Alvin 
Karpis near Thayer, Missouri. 
Meanwhile she bent her efforts 
on getting her boy Arthur out 
of jail. In her absence one day 
Freddie and Alvin got into a 
tight spot and had to shoot 

their way out. A West Plains, 
Missouri sheriff stopped their 
car to question them. The peace 
officer paid with his life for his 



curiosity. 

The heat was on. Ma moved 
this time due north to White 
Bear Lake, Minnesota. From 
there the gang pulled bank jobs 
in St. Paul and Concordia, Kan- 
sas. 

And then it was fall again. 
Almost a year had passed since 
Fred Barker had introduced his 
old "classmate," Alvin Karpis — 
Kansas State Penitentiary No. 
1539— rto his mother. Arthur 
*'Doc' ? Barker was about to be 
paroled from Oklahoma any 
day now after having served 
ten years of a life term for mur- 
der. Doc was 35, just a couple 
of years older than Freddie. 

Arthur celebrated his home- 
coming by lending a hand in 
the Third Northwestern holdup 
in which two officers and a by- 
stander were machine gunned to 
death. 

In the late spring of 1933 Ma 
Barker called an executive ses- 
sion. "Boys, it's time we got wise 
to ourselves. Kidnapping is the 
big-time today." 

"Yeah," agreed Karpis, nod- 
ding. 

"Listen," interrupted Mrs. 
Barker, *'we*re not in this thing 
for peanuts. . . , We're going to 
make history with the biggest 
ransom ever. , ♦ . And guess who 
we're going to pick up. . . ." 

Evening papers from coast to 
coast carried the Page One story 
of the kidnapping of William A. 
Hamm, Jr., on Friday, June 16, 
1933. The multimil lion aire pres- 
ident of the Theodore Hamm 
Brewing Company of St. Paul 
had been seized by two men in 
an auto while on his way home 
for luncheon the previous day. 

The following Monday even- 
ing William W, Dunn, sales- 
manager of the brewery, acting 
according to the gang's instruc- 
tions, tossed a bundle contain- 
ing #100,000 in cash from a 
moving car on the outskirts of 
Duluth, Minnesota. The 39- 
year-old multimillionaire was 
promptly released. 

"Went off like clockwork, eh 
boys," chortled Mrs. Barker in 

a South St, Paul hideout. "Just 
remember, always listen to Ma. 
. . „ From now on we've got to 



lay low. . . , Besides, there's 
some private matters to be taken 
care of. , . ." 

Arthur Dunlop* an ex-bill- 
poster who had been traveling 
with the gang as "Mr, Barker" 
had taken to talking too much 
while in his cups. Ma said the 
word and Dun lop kept a ren- 
dezvous with death— more ma- 
chinegun practice for Freddie 
and Alvin, 

And then there was J. Earl 
Smith, an Oklahoma attorney 
who had declined to act as go- 
between in passing a bribe. 
Smith was slain in his golf togs 
as he prepared to tee off. 

"Shotgun George" Zeigler, 
like "Mr. Barker," also talked 
himself to death. Sawed-off shot- 
guns chopped him down in his 
tracks on a Cicero, Illinois side- 
walk. 

"Merry Christmas, boys," was 
Kate Barker's cheerful greeting 
on Christmas Day, 1933. "Every- 
thing's all figured out on paper. 
We'll be ready to go by about 
the middle of next month." 

Early Wednesday morning, 
January 17, 1934, Edward 
George Bremer drove his daugh- 
ter to her private school as 
usual. Freddie and Alvin were 
waiting for the St. Paul bank 
president as he left the fashion- 
able establishment for his office. 
It was only a moment's work for 
the pair to club Bremer, shove 
him to the floor of their car 
and blindfold htm. 

Walter Magec, a wealthy 
friend of the Bremers received 
a ransom demand. 

"YOU ARE HEREBY DE- 
CLARED IN ON A VERY 
DESPERATE UNDERTAK- 
ING. DON'T TRY TO CROSS 
US. . , , WE DEMAND £200,- 
000. PAYMENT MUST BE 
MADE IN FIVE AND TEN 
DOLLAR BILLS — NO NEW 
MONEY — NO CONSECU- 
TIVE NUMBERS — LARGE 
VARIETY OF ISSUES. 
PLACE THE MONEY IN 
TWO LARGE SUIT BOX 
CARTONS BIG ENOUGH 
TO HOLD THE FULL 
AMOUNT AND TIE WITH 
HEAVY CORD," 



Ma gee followed all instruc- 
tion!, to the letter and on the 
evening of February 6th drove 
to a designated spot five miles 
beyon d Z urn brota , M i n'n esota . 
There he tossed out the two 
Cardboard boxes containing the 
#200,000. The Barker- Karpis 
gang released Edward Bremer 
the next night at Rochester, 
Minnesota. 

In the course of the bank 
president's account of his twenty 
days' ordeal Bremer happened 
to mention to G-men that the 
kidnappers had stopped to re- 
fuel their car from gasoline cans 
they carried with them. 

Following an intensive search 
the four empty cans were lo- 
cated in a field near Portage, 
Wisconsin. The incriminating 
drums were specially packed and 
shipped air express to Washing- 
ton. There identification experts 
lifted a single fingerprint from 
one of the empty cans. It was 
that of Arthur "Doc" Barker's 
right index finger. Further in- 
vestigation tied in Alvin Karpis 
with the Bremer snatching. 

The next big break for the 
FBI agents came in Chicago 
where an apartment house raid 
netted Doc Barker among others. 
There agents found a road map 
with a blue-penciled ring around 
the city of Oca la, county seat of 
Marion County, Florida, 

Mrs. Barker and Freddie in 
the meantime, haggard and har- 
assed after their frantic flight 
which had driven them across 
the continent, kept out of sight 
in a country house near Lake 
Wrtr in Oklawawa, Florida. 

On the night of January 15 ? 
1935, as the fugitives from jus- 
tice slept restlessly in their beds, 
FBI agents noiselessly took their 
places around the Oklawawa 
hideout. At dawn the Barkers 
iwere waked from their slumbers 
by the sounds of shouting voices. 

Ma and Freddie opened their 
eyes confusedly. Still, as in a 
nightmare, the voices continued. 
"Mrs. Barker, Fred Barker , , . 
Mrs. Barker, Fred Barker . . ," 

Who could be railing them? 
The pair had rented the place 
in the name of **J. E. Black* 
Durn • • • • 



Startled awake, mother and 
son looked at each other for 
the last time. Without a word 
Ma reached for the machinegun 
ready beside her bed. Fred 
grabbed a rifle and ran down- 
stairs to a point of vantage. 

Kate Barker yelled after him, 
**Get as many as you can, Fred- 
die, before . . ." The racket of 
her machinegun drowned out 
the rest, . . . 

Soon the firing from within 
the besieged building became 



of ammunition, a rifle and fi^e 
bullet-proof vests. 

But Alvin Karpis still re- 
mained a fugitive from justice.- 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover; 
now tagged him Public Enemy 
Number One. Karpis fled to 
Texas, ne*t east to Mississippi, 
then jumped like a scared jack- 
rabbit to Florida, to Ohio, to 
Hot Springs, Arkansas— and fi- 
nally to New Orleans where 
special agents tracked him to an 
apartment house in one of the 




intermittent. Then it ceased al- 
together. Once again there was 
the hushed silence of a sparkl- 
ing summer morning. The twit- 
tering of birds again became 
audible. 

The G-men found the bodies 
upstairs. Eleven bullets had 
penetrated Freddie's body; three 
had sufficed for Kate Barker. 
Mrs. Barker's pocketbook held 
#10,200 in large denominations. 
Search of the premises turned 
up also an arsenal of two ma- 
chineguns with fifty- and hun- 
dred-shot drums, two shotguns. 
three automatic pistols, cartons

The last mernhei of 
M.s Barker's gang was sent to 
AW Era* for life.
